I  )hio  University  President  Claude  R. 
Sowle  has  been  spending  both  time  and 
energy  over  the  past  eight  months  in 
an  all  out  campaign  for  higher  educa- 
tion in  Ohio. 

Sowle  began  his  campaign  for  state 
universities  in  August  when  he  toured 
()liio  to  publicly  challenge  a  financing 
pl.iii  that  would  have  raised  tuition  on 
I'  111  vear  campuses  by  90  per  cent.  The 
had  been  proposed  by  former 
luellor  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
Jonn  D.  Millett. 

President  Sowle  has  continued  his 
effort  to  gain  further  understanding 
and  support  of  public  higher  education 
in  Ohio  with  visits  to  Portsmouth  in 
November,  Zanesville  in  December. 
Lancaster  in  February,  and  Belmont 
County  and  Chillicothe  in  March. 

In  each  of  these  community  visits 
President  Sow-le  and  his  wife  Katie 
have  tried  to  take  the  case  for  higher 
education  to  the  people.  They  have 
talked  not  only  with  community  lead- 
ers, but  also  with  workers  in  manufac- 
turing and  industrial  plants,  labor  rep- 
resentatives, store  owners,  clerks,  and 
office  workers  in  an  attempt  to  reach 
the  people  face  to  face. 


The  president's  community  visits 
around  Southeastern  Ohio  have  been 
initiated  to  present  not  only  a  case  for 
continued  financial  support  of  state 
universities,  but  also  to  outline  to  the 
public  the  benefits  received  from  main- 
taining the  opportunity  for  quality 
higher  education  for  those  willing  to 
work  for  it. 

Sowle  takes  the  position  that  publicly 
supported  higher  education  more  than 
pays  for  its  costs  in  its  benefits  to  soci- 
ety. He  has  said,  "Well  educated  men 
and  women  are  essential  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  a  state,  and  the  state 
receives  a  full  return  on  its  investment." 

He  believes  that  the  public,  if  fully 
informed,  is  willing  to  meet  the  finan- 
cial needs  of  public  higher  education, 
at  least  at  the  present  level  of  appro.x- 
im.itelv  half  the  instructional  cost. 


Although  Gov.  John  J.  Gilligan  has 
proposed  a  three  per  cent  increase  in 
state  subsidy  for  the  coming  year,  plus 
a  like  increase  in  tuition  rates,  Sowle 
is  working  for  legislative  support  to 
raise  state  support  at  least  to  the  level 
proposed  by  the  Ohio  Board  of  Re- 
gents, a  6.5  per  cent  raise  in  state 
subsidy. 

Sowle  is  going  to  the  people  so  that 
citizens  can  help  convince  legislators 
that  a  3  per  cent  raise  in  state  subsidy 
is  insufficient  even  to  cover  inflation 
and  would  erode  the  quality  of  state 
supported  education. 

Sowle  says  a  6.5  per  cent  increase  in 
state  support  is  necessary  to  provide 
"fair  price"  education,  one  that  does 
not  limit  the  four-year  college  degree 
to  those  who  are  either  affluent  or  will- 
ing to  go  into  debt.

.Alumni  leaders  conducting  the  cam- 
paign have  plans  to  reach  21,000  alum- 
ni this  year.  The  alumni  to  be  called 
live  in  sixteen  different  locations 
which  have  large  concentrations  of 
alumni    to   toll-free   or   low   priced  toll 


areas.  The  selection  of  areas  also  de- 
pends greatly  on  the  presence  of  orga- 
nized alumni  chapters  with  a  history 
of  ser\'ice  to  Ohio  University,  or  in- 
dividuals expressing  a  high  level  of 
interest  and  willingness  to  assume 
leadership. 

The  cities  in  which  campaigns  will 
be  conducted  are  Athens.  Akron.  Bos- 
ton. Canton.  Chicago.  Cincinnati, 
Cleveland,  Columbus,  Detroit,  New 
^'ork,  Painsville,  Washington,  D.C.  and 
Youngstown. 

Each  chapter  participating  is  re- 
sponsible for  selecting  a  date  for  their 
local  telefund  in  March,  April  or 
Mav:  arranging  for  a  facility  from 
which  to  make  the  large  number  of 
calls  involved;  soliciting  an  adequate

numbsr  of  volunteers;  and  arranging  a 
preliminary  meeting  to  brief  the  volun- 
teers on  the  process  involved. 

The  importance  of  alumni  support 
to  state  assisted  universities  has  recent- 
ly been  referred  to  by  President  Claude 
R.  Sowle.  Dr.  Sowle  has  stated,  "All 
universities  regularly  seek  and  benefit 
from  the  gifts  of  their  alumni  and 
friends.  Today,  like  other  state  uni- 
versities, we  acutely  need  such  private 
support.  State  funds  in  the  forseeable 
future  simply  will  be  insufficient  to 
support  the  expansion  and  improve- 
ment of  programs  that  Ohio  Uni- 
versity must  make  to  keep  pace  with 
the  times." 

The  success  of  last  year's  telefund 
shows  up  in  the  ratio  of  pledges  per 
number  of  calls  completed:  1  pledge 
was  received  for  every  2.5  calls  com- 
pleted. In  one  area  the  ratio  was  as 
high  as  1  pledge  to  1.4  calls  completed. 
Another  significant  statistic  is  the  num- 
ber of  total  dollars  pledged— $20,103. 
50. 

Alumni  have  been  highly  responsive 
to  this  relatively  new  approach  to  fund 
raising,  and  the  project  has  great 
potential  for  increasing  both  dollar 
amounts  of  alumni  support  and  the 
number  of  alumni  supporting  Ohio 
University.  The  increase  in  donors  is 
expected  to  enhance  the  University's 
appeal  for  corporate  and  foundation 
support. 

Much  of  the  importance  of  the  tele- 
fund drive  comes  from  the  additional 
benefits  which  accrue  from  contacting 
alumni  personally,  by  telephone.  Ad- 
dresses can  be  corrected,  up-coming 
chapter  events  announced,  alumni 
leaders  can  be  identified  by  their  will- 
ingness to  become  involved,  younger 
alumni  are  involved  through  the  volun- 
teer calling,  the  local  community  chap- 
ter is  given  publicity,  renewed  enthusi- 
asm is  created  in  the  volunteers,  and 
all  alumni  benefit  from  an  increased 
understanding  about   Ohio   University. 

If  your  phone  starts  ringing  one  I 
night  in  the  next  few  months,  answer 
with  enthusiasm.  It  may  be  Ohio  Uni-  j 
versity  calling.

Final  Budget  Adopted 


University    Vice   President    and   Treasurer   John    Milar    moderates   open    but 
hearings. 

The  University  Budget  Committee.  President  Sowle.  and  the  Ohio  University 
Board  of  Trustees,  all  took  final  action  on  the  proposed  1973-74  budget  plan  in 
March. 

The  budget  plan,  which  includes  total  expenditures  of  $43,127,000  for  gen- 
eral operating  funds,  follows  a  year  of  fluctuation  and  adjustment  in  the  Uni- 
versity's spending  activities.  The  proposed  budget  has  probably  received  more 
review  and  discussion  than  any  in  the  past,  primarily  due  to  the  tight  fiscal  situa- 
tion facing  higher  education  in  Ohio  for  the  1973-75  biennium. 

Open  hearings  on  the  1973-74  budget  plan  were  held  in  Athens  on  Feb- 
ruary 7  thru  10.  .\t  that  time,  Senior  Administrators  and  Department  Chairmen 
presented  their  proposed  spending  plans  to  President  Sowle  and  the  University 
Budget  Committee. 

The  hearings  were  held  in  the  auditorium  of  Morton  Hall  and  the  university 
community  turned  out  in  record  numbers.  During  the  four  day  process,  the 
public  was  invited  to  speak  out  following  the  presentations  with  questions  or 
susRestions  on  the  proposed  budget  plans.  The  hearings  were  also  broadcast  live 
over  WOUB  radio  so  that  an  even  larger  segment  of  the  public  could  follow  the 
fiscal  planning  of  a  large  university. 

Several  weeks  following  the  hearings,  on  March  2.  President  Sowle  met 
with  the  committee  to  finalize  the  budget  presentation  to  the  University  Board 
of  Trustees. 

The  President  then  presented  his  recommendation  to  the  University  Board 
of  Trustees  on  March  8,  when  the  plan  received  final  approval. 

On  March  7,  President  Sowle  appeared  before  a  subcommittee  of  the  Ohio 
Legislature  with  other  university  Presidents  to  discuss  financing  for  higher  educa- 
tion during  the  1973-75  biennium  as  proposed  by  Governor  John  J.  Gilligan. 
Sowle  and  the  other  Presidents  were  in  agreement  that  the  proposed  state  support 
for  institutions  of  higher  education,  generally  based  on  increases  of  three  percent, 
is  drastically  insufficient  in  meeting  the  higher  costs  facing  all  universities.  With 
general  inflationary  trends  causing  increased  expenditures  in  the  area  of  five  to 
six  percent,  the  Presidents  considered  the  three  percent  increase  proposed  by  the 
Governor  as  totally  inadequate.  The  Presidents  requested  increases  from  the 
legislature  of  about  G.S'/r. 

Offered  on  the  following  page  is  a  breakdown  of  the  budget  into  the  major 
senior  administrative  components  for  1973-74.  The  breakdown  generally  describes 
the  operating  fund  expenditure  pattern  for  the  university. 

In  terms  of  total  reduction,  the  beginning  1972-73  budget  of  $46,030,905 
drops  to  $43,127,000  for  next  year,  a  decrease  of  6.3%.

PHOTOGRAPHY  LECTURESHIP  INITIATED 


Ohio  University  enjoys  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  the  leading  pioneer  in 
fine  arts  education  in  photography  at 
the  university  level.  Much  of  this 
reputation  is  due  to  the  unstinting  ef- 
forts of  Clarence  H.  White  Jr.  who 
joined  the  faculty  of  Ohio  University 
in  .September  1949. 

His  teaching  contract  read:  for  a 
one-year  appointment  as  visiting  lec- 
turer in  photography.  Within  three 
months  of  his  arrival  in  Athens,  White 
had  become  head  of  the  photography 
de|)artnient,  a  [)osition  he  maintained 
until  1968  when  he  was  named  acting 
director  of  the  School  of  Art.  In  1971 
and  "72  he  served  as  assistant  director 
of  the  art  school. 

During  his  23  years  of  teaching  at 
Ohio  University,  White,  who  retired  in 
June,  1972,  established  a  scholarly  at- 
mos[)here  conducive  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  individual  and  of  his 
potential   as   a   photograjsher. 


The  Clarence  H.  White  Jr.  Lecture- 
ship in  Photography  has  been  estab- 
lished to  support  this  fine  tradition. 

With  the  aimual  earnings  from  the 
lectureship  fund,  noted  men  and 
women  in  the  field  of  photography  can 
be  brought  to  the  University  to  lecture 
and  work  with  the  students,  and  the 
tradition  of  excellence  and  variety  in 
initiating  the  student  to  the  field  of 
photography  can  be  maintained  in  the 
high  standard  established  by  Clarence 
H.  White  Jr. 

One  of  the  motivating  forces  behind 
the  establishment  of  the  lectureship 
was  Peter  Bunnell,  MFA  '61,  who  has 
served  as  curator  of  photography  at 
the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New 
York  City  and  currently  holds  the  first 
professorship  created  for  the  study  of 
photographic  history,  the  David  Hunter 
McAlpin  Professorship  of  the  History 
of  Photography  and  Modem  Art  at 
Princeton  Uni\ersitv.

During  a  press  conference  in  February,  President  .Sowle  commented  on  the 
uni\ersity"s  open  budget  ])rocess,  which  is  currently  being  reviewed  by  se\eral 
other  institutions  in  the  state. 

People  not  familiar  with  the  university's  process  are  often  amazed  at  the 
oi)enness  with  which  the  university  examines  itself  during  the  budget  delibera- 
tions. Sowle  has  admitted  that  the  openness  can  have  some  negative  effects 
because  it  brings  out  both  the  good  and  the  bad  aspects  of  Ohio  University,  but  he 
believes  in  the  value  of  the  process. 

The  President  indicated  that  if  all  the  university  was  doins;  in  the  budget 
process  was  "j^utting  dollars  in  their  proper  places"  then  he  would  consider  the 
consumption  of  time  and  money  on  the  process  to  be  "preposterous."  The  Presi- 
dent explained  that  the  preparations  and  hearings  should  be  viewed,  however, 
as  a  means  by  which  the  university  can  openly  explain  its  problems  to  the  public, 
and  that  the  process  serves  as  an  annual  audit  of  the  university's  activities.  Presi- 
dent .Sowle  feels  these  are  evaluative  exercises  that  are  greatly  needed  in  higher 
education   todav. 


In  the  first  lecture  of  the  series, 
Wynn  Bullock,  whose  photography 
opens  the  mind  as  well  as  the  eye  to 
the  complexities  of  nature,  visited 
Athens  in  February  for  a  three  day  stay 
that  included  not  only  the  presentation 
of  his  lecture  but  also  informal  meet- 
ings and  discussion  with  unisersity 
students. 

Bullock  began  his  career  as  a  concert 
singer,  and  it  was  while  giving  concerts 
in  Paris  in  1929  that  he  became  inter- 
ested in  photography.  .After  leaving 
Europe  he  attended  the  University  of 
West  \'irginia  and  then  moved  to  Cali- 
fornia where  he  did  photographic  work 
for  the  aircraft  industry  during  World 
War  II  and  commercial  photography 
in  the  Monterey  Penninsula  and  Big 
Sur  areas  of  California. 

Much  of  this  work  is  included  in  his 
Family  of  Man  exhibit  at  the  Museum 
of  Modern  Art.  Other  exhibits  have 
been  displayed  around  the  world.

Hitting  the  theme  of  cost  to  the 
student,  Sowle  repeated  his  often  ex- 
pressed concern  for  the  student  from 
the  middle-income  family  who  does  not 
qualify  for  most  student  aid  programs. 

"If  the  societal  benefits  of  higher 
education  are  not  recognized  and  the 
state  is  not  willing  to  provide  at  least 
half  the  cost  of  a  state  university 
education,  I  fear  a  degree  will  become 
available  only  for  the  rich  and  the 
poor,"  said  Sowle. 

Well  over  half  of  Ohio's  10  million 
citizens  have  a  direct  stake  in  higher 
education,  in  the  past,  present  or  fu- 
ture according  to  Sowle.  Their  interest 
should  surely  be  in  providing  university 
education  at  a  fair  price.  .And,  he  ex- 
plained, the  public  benefits  from  the 
university-educated  segment  which  in- 
creases technology,  improves  social  ser- 
vices and  pays  higher  ta.xes.

Brings  National  Names 


Four  nationally  known  artists  will 
meet  at  Ohio  University  April  18,  19. 
and  20  to  discuss  the  directions  of 
American  literature,  past,  present,  and 
future — Leslie  Fiedler,  distinguished 
and  controversial  critic;  Joyce  Carol 
Oates,  famed  novelist  and  poet;  Robert 
Bly,  nationally  acclaimed  poet  and 
translator;  and  Ohio  University's  noted 
no\elist  and  story  writer.  Jack  Mat- 
thews. 

The  three-day  literaiy  event  will  in- 
clude lectures,  public  readings  and  re- 
ceptions, meetings  with  students  and 
University  classes,  and  will  culminate 
in  a  symposium  moderated  by  poet  and 
Ohio  Review  editor  Wayne  Dodd. 


Matthews  Bly 

Novelist  JACK  MATTHEWS  was 
born  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  took  both 
undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees 
from  the  Ohio  State  University.  A 
Professor  of  English  Literature  at  Ohio 
University,  he  has  published  short 
stories,  poems,  and  essays  in  a  wide 
variety  of  literary  magazines.  His  novels 
include  Hanaer  Stout,  Awake! ,  Beyond 
the  Bridge,  The  Tale  of  Asa  Bean,  The 
Charisma  Campaigns,  and  Pictures  of 
the  Journey  Back. 

ROBERT  BLY,  poet  and  translator, 
was  born  in  Minnesota  and  educated  at 
Harvard  and  the  University  of  Iowa. 
He  lives  in  western  Minnesota,  where 
he  edits  the  influential  magazine.  The 
Seventies,  and  the  Seventies  Press.  His 
books  of  poems  include  Silence  in  the 
Snowy  Fields,  The  Light  Around  the 
Body,  and  Sleepers  Joining  Hands.

Faculty  Deaths  .  .  . 

Professor  emeritus  Henry  J.  Jedde- 
loh,  83,  died  last  November  1,  at 
O'Bleness  Memorial  Hospital  in  Ath- 
ens. 

German-born,  professor  Jeddeloh 
came  to  the  United  States  in  1911  as  a 
skilled  cabinet  maker  with  no  knowl- 
edge of  English.  He  did  his  under- 
graduate work  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  and  his  graduate  work  at 
Columbia  University  in  New  York.  He 
joined  the  sociology  department  at 
Ohio  University  in  1925  and  retired  in 
19,59. 

His  extensive  mineral  collection  was 
given  to  the  geology  department  for 
display  in  the  library. 


Dr.  Edwin  Bert  Smith,  92,  professor 
emeritus  of  government  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, where  he  was  a  member  of  the 
faculty  for  28  years,  died  on  December 
3,  at  First  Community  \^illage  in  Co- 
lumbus. 

\\'hile  at  Ohio  L'niversity  he  ser\ed 
as  a  professor  of  history  and  political 
science  from  1923  to  1936  and  profes- 
sor of  government  from  1937  until  his 
retirement  in   1951. 

Dr.  Smith  was  listed  in  "Who's  Who 
in  America,"  and  was  the  author  of 
"The  Teaching  of  Civics"  and  co- 
author of  "Standardization  of  Subject 
Matter."

MATH   BUILDING   NAMED   FOR  DR.   MORTON 


Saturday,  Feb.  17,  was  a  day  of 
riHdgnition  and  reminiscence  for  Dr. 
Robert  L.  Morton,  Ohio  University 
alumnus  and  retired  faculty  member  in 
whose  honor  the  University's  new 
mathematics  building  has  been  named. 

Family  members,  former  colleagues 
and  students,  friends,  and  official  uni- 
versity representatives  gathered  at  11 
a.m.  for  a  ceremony  marking  the  dedi- 
cation of  Robert  Lee  Morton  Hall. 
Among  those  present  were  a  grand- 
daughter, Deborah  Kadison,  Myrtle 
Beach,  S.C.,  and  a  grandson,  Fredric 
Webb,  East  Cleveland. 

Following  formal  opening  of  the 
ceremony  by  the  presiding  officer.  Dr. 
Taylor  Culbert,  Ohio  University  vice 
president  and  dean  of  faculties,  a 
Board  of  Trustees  resolution  naming 
the  $3.5  million  building  for  Dr.  Mor- 
ton was  read  by  Trustee  Duncan  M. 
Baxter. 

President  Claude  R.  Sowle,  in  his 
dedicatory  statement,  cited  Dr.  Mor- 
ton as  a  teacher  and  author  who  has 
brought  honor  to  himself  and  Ohio 
University  and  as  a  recipient  of  the 
university's  Distinguished  Professor 
Award  and  Founders'  Citation. 

Sowle  noted  that  Dr.  Morton  shares 
the  Founders'  Citation,  Ohio  Univer- 
sity's highest  award,  "with  two  former 
presidents  and  a  distinguished  former 
trustee  and  benefactor." 

Dr.  Samuel  Goldman,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Education,  called  attention 
to  Dr.  Morton's  "absolutely  astounding 
number  of  publications,  with  over  50 
million  copies  of  books  sold."  These 
books.  Goldman  said,  are  "the  standard 
for  excellence  against  which  Dr.  Mor- 
ton's contemporaries  measured  their 
own  success." 

Speaking  of  Professor  Morton  the 
teacher,  Goldman  stated,  "his  students 
are  his  legacy  to  a  better  world.  And 
they  stand  as  guarantors  that  the  Mor- 
ton excellence  will  continue." 

Looking  back  on  the  experience  of 
^having  been  first  Dr.  Morton's  student 
and  later  his  faculty  colleague,  Dr. 
Samuel  J.  Jasper,  Ohio  University  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics,  characterized  his 
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Dr.  Taylor  Culbert  (seated)  and  Dr. 
.Morton   at  ceremonies. 

mentor  as  "a  master  teacher"  who 
possesses  "unusual  ability  to  really  com- 
municate" with  students  and  faculty 
alike. 

Also  on  the  program  was  Dr.  John 
G.  Jewett,  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  who  spoke  of  Dr.  Mor- 
ton's contributions  as  a  mathematician 
and  scholar. 

The  day's  activities  did  not  end  with 
adjournment  of  the  formal  ceremony — 
participants  were  invited  to  tour  Mor- 
ton Hall,  guided  by  Dr.  Robert  Helsel, 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Math- 
ematics and  members  of  the  mathemat- 
ics faculty.  Classrooms  and  offices,  a 
library,  two  small  auditoriums,  and  a 
larger  auditorium  seating  more  than 
400  persons  are  housed  in  the  building. 

At  a  1  p.m.  luncheon  at  the  home  of 
President  and  Mrs.  Sowle,  Dr.  Morton 
was  presented  with  two  volumes  of 
bound  letters,  one  written  by  grade 
school  students  who  have  used  Dr. 
Morton's  mathematics  textbooks  and 
the  other  sent  by  former  faculty  col- 
leagues. 

Deborah  Kadison  accepted  a  photo- 
graph of  her  grandfather  in  behalf  of 
her  mother,  Mrs.  Herbert  Kadison. 
.Another  Morton  daughter,  Mrs.  Jean 
A.  Webb,  is  deceased.  Both  Mrs.  \Vebb 
and  Mrs.  Kadison  graduated  from 
Ohio  University. 

Luncheon  guests  also  attended  the 
Ohio  University-Western  Michigan 
basketball  game,  where  Dr.  Morton, 
his  grandson  and  granddaughter  were 
introduced  prior  to  game  time. 


Dr.  Morton's  ties  with  the  University 
began  during  his  days  as  an  under- 
graduate student.  A  1913  alumnus,  he 
returned  to  Ohio  University  to  teach 
in  1918,  following  graduate  work  at 
Columbia  University  and  at  Ohio  State 
University,  where  he  earned  both  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees. 

He  held  positions  in  the  Extension 
Division  and  as  a  professor  and  depart- 
ment chairman  in  the  Department  of 
Mathematical  Methods  for  42  years,  re- 
tiring in   1960. 

Since  retirement,  Dr.  Morton  has 
maintained  a  lively  interest  in  the  Uni- 
\ersity  and  Athens  communities.  He 
maintained  an  office  at  the  College  of 
Education  for  many  years  and  is  pres- 
ently an  active  member  of  the  Colle- 
giate Bridge  Club. 

Endowments  given  to  Ohio  Univer- 
sity by  Dr.  Morton  will  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  two  permanent  aca- 
demic chairs.  Candidates  for  the  new 
positions  are  presently  being  considered 
by  a  committee  headed  by  Dr.  Don  A. 
Leighty,  College  of  Education  faculty 
member.

FORENSICS  TEAM  HAS 
SUCCESSFUL  SEASON 


Over  the  past  few  years,  the  Ohio 
Uni\ersity  Intercollegiate  Forensics 
Program  has  attained  national  promi- 
nenre.  Sponsored  by  the  School  of  In- 
terpersonal Communication  and  open 
to  all  undergraduates,  the  IFP  annually 
involves  over  40  students  in  inter- 
collegiate competition  in  debate,  per- 
suasion, extemporaneous,  original  hu- 
morous, group  discussion,  and  oral 
interpretation. 

The  1972  season  was  climaxed  last 
August  when  the  annual  national  sum- 
mary, of  the  over  600  programs  na- 
tionally, announced  that  Ohio  Univer- 
sity finished  second  in  the  nation  to 
The  University  of  Southern  California, 
indicating  a  marked  improvement  over 
197rs  12th  place  finish  and  1968"s 
62nd  place  finish.  The  citation  reads: 

"Recognition  for  maintaining  an 
outstanding  forensic  program  that 
places  you  in  the  forefront  of 
.American  intercollegiate  forensics." 

The  current  season  which  ends  in 
May  looks  equally  good.  During  the 
past  month  OU  teams  in  individual 
events  and  debate  defeated  over  100 
universities  in  East  coast  tournaments. 
At  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Forensic 
Tournament  at  Monmouth  College  the 
individual  events  squad  accumulated 
inore  ]3oints  than  any  school  in  the 
history  of  the  tournament.  At  the 
awards  assembly  the  Ohio  University 
speakers  received  a  standing  ovation 
when  it  was  noted  that  in  the  field  of 
over  400  contestants  the  8  OU  speak- 
ers placed  1st,  3rd,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th, 
8th,  and  19th.  .\t  the  Marshall  Wythe 
Debate  Tournament  at  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary,  OU's  two  man 
debate  team  won  1st  in  a  field  of  64 
schools.  Also,  for  the  4th  consecutive 
year  OU's  individual  events  squad  won 
the  State  Championship  tournament. 
Ms.  Sandra  Anderson,  Lyndon,  Ohio 
Senior  pre-law  major,  won  Champion- 
ship in  persuasion  and  extemporaneous 
and  will  represent  the  State  of  Ohio 
at  the  100th  annual  Interstate  Ora- 
torical Association  National  persuasion 
contest  in  Ma  v. 


The  IFP  also  sponsors  four  tourna- 
ments on  the  Athens  campus  each  year 
— The  1804  Debate  Tournament,  the 
Interstate  Individual  Events  Tourna- 
ment, and  The  Spring  Individual 
Events  Tournament — which  draw  en- 
trants from  over  150  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. The  high  school  National 
Forensic  League  district  tournament 
bringing  over  300  high  school  students 
to  Athens  is  also  hosted  each  February. 

The  current  Director  of  Intercol- 
legiate Forensics  is  Dr.  Raymond  C. 
Beaty.  Other  personnel  include  Dr. 
Ted  Foster,  director  of  debate  and  Mr. 
.Steve  Stanley,  director  of  indi\idual 
events.
